£5,000,000 tor immigration, defence, up

TO be too close to one’s subject is very often 
as great a disadvantage as to be out of touch 
with it altogether, tor perspective thereby 
vanishes. The truth of this has become quite 
apparent in the present attitude towards the 
“Palestine problem” of such sincere and 
devoted Zionists as Professor Brodetsky, 
President of the Board of Deputies, and Mr. 
B. B. Lieberman, Chairman of the Board's 
Palestine Committee, when they claim to 
speak about Israel not only on behalt of 
the Board itself but also on behalf of all 
British Jewry. In view of the comments at 
last Sunday's meeting of the Board, during 
the Palestine Committee debate, which 
turned largely upon the expressions of 
opinion uttered in a recent leading article in 
this paper, the time has come for a realistic 
analysis of the place and functions of the 
Board particularly in relation to that element 
of international affairs represented by the 
establishment of the State of Israel. The 
situation has changed vitally for Jews since 
that historic act on May 14, 1948, so vitally 
that there is as yet only a dim realisation o! 
the incalculable effects that may-—indeed, 
must—ensue from it as far as Jews every- 
where are concerned. When the successful 
consummation was reached of the Zionist 
yearnings and aspirations of the past half- 
century—aspirations rightly and enthusias- 
tically encouraged by, among others, Int 
Jewisn CHRONICLE—-the first part of the 
stabilisation of the Jewish position (which 
was the aim of Zionism) was accomplished. 
But there is also another, and parallel, 
stabilisation to be. accomplished—in the 
minds of those Jews who will, and want to, 
remain. as citizens in the lands of their birth 
For these, the old political aspect of Zionism 
has perforce vanished, and the truth of this 
has been perceived by so eXtreme a partisan 
in Jewish affairs as Dr. Emanuel Neumann, 
President of the Zionist Organisation of 
America, who, tet us repeat, has declared 
that “in relation to the Zionist Stafe, the 
Zionist Movement will bear the characte 
of a world-wide association ol the iniends of 
Israel.” 


Phat is the crux of the matter. But the 
President of the Board of Deputies and its 
Palestine Committee have apparently not yet 
readiusted themselves to the new conditions 
Protessor Brodetsky was able, with periect 
propriety, to give vent to his views on Israeli 
affairs when he. spoke as an individual or 
even aS a member otf a political body, the 
General Zionist Party (and we are happy to 
be able to print his extended and corrected 
version of his remarks on Jerusalem at the 
General Zionist Conference in Paris). But 
it is quite a diflerent matter. when he, o1 


‘another of his Executive officers. endeavours 


to commit the whole of British Jewry, 
simply because he 1s speaking at the Board 
of Deputies, to opinions which have now 
moved on to a fundamentally political basis 
There is not, and never has been, any clause 
in the Board of Deputies constitution which 
would permit it to. assume the crystallisation 
of Jewish opimon in this country into one 
pol mould, whether in internal 
external afiairs. When Mr. Lieberman opens 
with the perfectly correct assertion thai 

the meht to decide the policy of Israel 
resides in the people and Government of 
that State and in no-one else,” he instantly 
contradicts his own and his Committee's 
Stand by commenting in political terms on 
the attitude of the. Israeli Government 
towards the Bernadotte plan. It mav he a 
hard thing tor the enthusiast to swallow. but 
as events have fallen out it is no longer the 
place of the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews to seck to protect politically the Jews 
of Israel. That privilege passed with the 
surrender by Britain of the Mandate for 
Palestine and the declaration of the Jews in 
that country of their independence 


tical 


It is salutary to recall the origins of the 
Board of Deputies. and invaluable guidance 
on the subject is provided in the pamphlet 


“The Deputies,” written by such an 
authority as Mr. Sidney Salomon, the Press 
Officer to the Board. “ The first purpose of 
its establishment [in 1760] was,” he wrote, 
“ primarily to express its loyalty to its King 
and Country,” in pursuit of which aim the 
Committee of “deputados”™ presented a 
dutiful address to King George Ill. The 
only claim the Board ever puts forward, 
says Mr. Salomon, “is that no member of 
the Anglo-Jewish Community shall suffer 
disability by reason of his religion.” It has 
for close on two centuries worthily upheld 
that claim, but, again in Mr. Salomon’s 
words, “It is an axiom that the Board does 
not take part in politics, but is concerned 
with safeguarding the natural rights that per- 
tain to British citizens.” And, finally, Mr. 
Salomon stresses that, in its representations 
on behalf of oppressed coreligionists abroad, 
the Board took the perfectly proper line, not 
of direct approach to, or interference in the 
atfairs of, other Governments, but of prior 
approach to the British Foreign Office, 
through whose willing and sympathetic 
medium the necessary protests were made. 
It is easy to understand the difficulties of 
reorientation in the minds of Jews 
to the new circumstances brought about 
by the sudden renaissance, after an 
interval of thousand years, of 
a State of Israel. This is_ especially 
the case with British Jews, because of the 
close ties for 30 years between Britain and 
Palestine, but the realisation will have to be 
forced on Anglo-Jewry sooner rather than 


later that they cannot, as a corporate body 


in the shape of the Deputies, be put in the 
position of a political party, and equally 
that the State of Israel, as far as international 
politics are concerned, will insist on stand- 
ing on its own feet. It will not thank the 
Jewries of other countries for any inter- 
ference with its sovereignt, 


TRUCE 

lie truce in Palestine, wisely accepted by 
Jews and Arabs, is a signal triumph for the 
United Nations, and demonstrates what that 
organisation can achieve provided it obtains 
agreement among the Great Powers. In world 
affairs, Palestine, at the moment, is a secondary 
problem, while the main East-West conflict 
revolves around Berlin and the future of Ger- 
many In these circumstances, there is, perhaps, 
a Slightly better chance than there has been 
recently that negotiations regarding a settle- 
ment in Palestine can be undertaken which will 
not automatically provide the Great Powers with 
an opportunity to ventilate their ideological or 
imperial differences. In other words, the pros- 
pects are for the moment rosier that Palestine 
will be saved from the fate Of Spain or Greece. 
But the truce, of course, is only a first, though 
vitally important, step. The neat problem is to 
negotiate a settlement, for a truce can only be 
kept in being for a limited period, and ts in- 
tended to be the forerunner of real peace. On 
the other hand, the story of the long series 
of commissions which have, im the past, investi- 
gated the Palestine problem reinforces King 
Abdullah’s argument that “the way to settle 
the Palestinian problem is to negotiate—a 
negotiation which need not be unduly hurried. 
but which should be carried out carefully and 
thoughtfully.” In striving to lay the foundations 
of that Jewish-Arab accord without which the 
House of Israel can never be firmly built, a 
synthesis must surely be found of occidental 
impatience for action and the oriental disinclina- 
tron to be rushed. Once again, Count Berna- 
dotte’s great skill as a mediator will be required 
sO as to be able to bring to the United Nations 
Assembly in September a plan which. while 
recognising the military and political realities of 


the situation, will also be acceptable as a basis” 


for discussion by both parties, 


PASTORAL TOUR 


[He Chief Rabbi, as will be seen from a report 
from our Newcastle correspondent, has already 
wisely, in our view—committed himself to 
the arduous but extremely praiseworthy task of 
undertaking a series of pastoral visits to con- 
gregations not only in this country but also 
throughout the Commonwealth, South African 
Press reports canvass the likelihood of an 
early visit by Rabbi Brodie to that 
country There can be no doubt that 
the binding together into coherent and 
cohesive whole of the many Jewries under his 
control is one of the mast important functions 
that a Chief Rabbi can perform. Both Provin- 
cial and Dominion congregations are now play- 
ing a far more important role in that great 
entity symbolised by the Chief Rabbinate than 
they have ever done in the past ; in addition to 
contributing financially, and, of course, exercis- 
ing their electoral rights. they are represented 


on the Chief Rabbi's lay advisory council. 
Some of the Jewish Communities in the British 
Dominions have, it may be, not quite the same 
attachment to the Mother country as others— 
not because of any deliberate rejection of union, 
but because they are not members of the original 
emigration from Britain. Particularly is this 
true, for example, of Canada and South 
Africa, and, since 1933, also of Australia, 
where the Jewish populations have, for the 
most part, come direct from other European 
countries without any previous sojourn in 
England—they have, in other words, “ short- 
circuited” the normal course of emigration 
through Britain to a British possession. It is, 
therefore, all the more desirable that their bonds 
with the Jews of Britain should be strengthened 
by a visit from a man like Rabbi Brodie, whose 
position gives him a unique opportunity in pur- 
suit of this purpose. In the case of Canada, 
such a pastoral tour seems to us specially desir- 
able, since the Jews of that Dominion, like their 
non-Jewish fellow-citizens, are so obviously 
subjected to strong influences crossing the 
border from the United States of America. 
It will be recalled that immense benefit 
resulted from similar tour undertaken 
by the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Joseph Hertz. Nor 
were the advantages of his journey confined to 
Jews of the Empire; for on his return he was 
received in audience by the late King George V, 
who conversed with him for about an hour, and 
was.most certainly not insensible to the work he 
had accomplished in reinforcing the bonds of 
this great Commonwealth, 


ISRAELI NATIONALITY 


Two news items this week lend particular 
point to a problem which might, at least for a 
time, cause difficulty to individual citizens of 
the new State of Israc]l who may wish to travel 
abroad on business or pleasure. The first 


item, reported by a daily newspaper, concerns 


a gentleman who, attending the Anglo-Pales- 
tinian Club's rally at Hastings, registered at a 
local hotg! as an Israeli: the other, reported by 
our Tel-Aviv correspondent, states that the first 
Israeli passport has been issued (interestingly 
enough, to an Arab at present in London whose 
services are urgently needed in connection with 
Arab citrus groves in Israel). .Passports are 
obligatory for travel in. modern international 
usage, but complications are bound to arise 
where an issuing State is not recognised as such 
by another State. Doubts have thus been ex- 
pressed about the present position in regard to 
persons of Palestinian nationality, through the 
termination of the British Mandate. At the 
present time the State of Israel is not recog- 
nised by His Majesty's. Government in the 
United Kingdom, and accordingly — Israeli 
nationality is not recognised in Britain. The 
law leans against making a person “ stateless,” 
and, unless a person is made “stateless” by 
the law of his own country, the British courts 
assume that his old nationality continues until 
he lawfully acquires a new nationality which is 
duly recognised by this country. It therefore 
follows that the designation “ Israeli” as the 
nationality of a person who is a citizen of the 
State of Israel will not be legally recognised 
in the United Kingdom until such time as that 
State is recognised by the British Government. 
When, howeverNthe State of Israel is duly recog- 
nised (and it is to be hoped that it will be soon), 
some legislation by Israél may be necessary to 
divest its nationals of their former Palestinian 
nationality before they are legally recognised 
in the United Kingdom as Israelis. 


DECORUM IN SYNAGOGUE 


AT the Willesden Synagogue last Sabbath, the 
Chief Rabbi, on his first official. pastoral visit 
since his election, administered a rebuke to the 
congregation before delivering his sermon. He 
Was concerned over the lack of decorum in the 
house of worship, the constant passing in and 
out of congregants, the loud chattering that goes 
on even during solemn moments of the service 
~-in brief, all those annoyances that offend the 
susceptibilities of the devout worshipper and the 
respecter of places. The Willesden Synagogue, 
let it be said, is not the only, or even the chief, 
offender in this respect (in fact, there was the 
utmost decorum and closest attention through- 
out the whole of the Chief Rabbi's sermon), 
nor is this the first occasion when such a rebuke 
has been offered by a preacher in a synagogue. 
The files of this newspaper alone bear witness 
to the numberless occasions, over the past cen- 
tury, when complaints have been made of con- 
gregants’ failure to appreciate properly the need 
for derech eretz when services are being held. 
One of the wittiest of the many witty remarks 
attributed to the late Rev. A. A. Green arose 
out of this very matter, and it bears repeating. 
He was (so the story goes) seated among the 
audience during an occasion at a Reform Syna- 
gogue, when a man in front of him began talk- 
ing to hts neighbour. Mr. Green immediately 
leaned forward and tapped the offender on the 
shoulder, saying: “Hush—hush! You're not 
in Shool now, you know!” There is, however, 
a virtue inherent in the fault, as Rabbi Brodie 
was quick to add at Willesden. This over- 


familiar behaviour in Shool,. this . general 
feeling of being quite at home there, is not. as 
one might imagine, a sign of contempt, but, on

—in less demonstrative forms, perhaps—is tg 
be welcomed. It is surely far better to have a 
regularly crowded, phough noisy, synagogue 
than an almost empfy one whose only qua! ty 
lies in the decorum of decay. Nevertheless jg 
is known that some of the best-agrended Syna- 
gogues have, even without an ‘ecclesiastica} 
rebuke, appointed a “ decorum sub-committce.” 
and it was on the same Sabbath that a new 
scheme was begun at the Hendon Synagogue 
whereby members of the Board of Managemen 
(suitably denoted by the wearing of silk hats) 
were seated in different parts of the synagogue. 
with the duty enjoined upon them, apart from 
praying, of offering a tactful reminder to offen. 
ders within their “sphere of operations 
Whether the new plan will cure an old trouble 
remains to be seen. It would, however, be xe- 
ful in general to synagogue-goers to remember 
that, while you may feel thoroughly at home 
in. a particular place, you do not prove 
it by kicking the furniture, 


PRONUNCIATION OF HEBREW 


A CORRESPONDENT, in a letter on another 
page of this issue, returns to the plea olten 
made in recent years for the adoption in the 
synagogue and Hebrew classes of the modern 
Palestinian pronunciation of Hebrew, in place 


. of the Ashkenazi form. There is much to be 


said for the plea, in spite of the undoubted 
historical and sentimental attachments of Ach- 
kenazim to their own style of pronunciation, 
The time has long gone by for a reopening of 
the discussion on the relative antiquity of the 
Ashkenazi and Sefardi accents, on the “purity” 
of the supposedly original Palestinian prontn- 
ciation as compared with the allegedly Baby- 
lonian, or even the snob appeal of the “Spanish 
and Portuguese ” as opposed to the sturdy inde- 
pendence of the “ Tedesco.” Even the argument 
at times advanced by some of the very Ortho- 
dox employers of the Ashkenazi accent, that i 
would be sacrilege to “change” the sounds 
of the sacred tongue used for Divine worship, 
is rather vitiated by the recollection that the 
very Orthodox practitioners of the Sefardj 
tongue are just as obstinately convinced that 
theirs ts the only true form of leshon hakode sh, 
One inescapable fact remains: there is now a 
living Hebrew language used as the national 
tongue in Israel, and that.is where the language 
will develop, whether for sacred or profane use, 
Jewish children all over the world in recent 
years have been made more and more familias 
with the language as used in Palestine, with if 
approximation to the Sefardi pronunciation, 
and it is surely confusing to them to hear a 
guite different version uttered tn the synavoeue 


(and taught tn most Classes) from that which 
they know is spoken in Eretz Yisrael. Dialects 
in Israel. will no. doubt develop according to 


class and district, as they have done in ai! oiher 
countries (and. of course. there are already 
differences in accent as between, say, sahras of 
European and Yemeni descent): but if we are 
to promote the necessary continuity of Jewish 
life and faith, as apart from politics, then surely 
we must at least be able to speak with one 
another without maintaining among us what 1s 
likely to prove, as time goes by, a greater and 
greater obstacle to understanding. 


THE DEMOCRATIC RAY 


At the last meeting of the Council of Mar 
chester and Salford Jews, a member reported, 
regretfully, it seems, that he had seen the C om- 
munal Rav standing in a bus queue. In his 
opinion, he said, this was. undignified and 
reflected on every Jew in Manchester. it 
appears that. his remarks occasioned serious 
concern, since the reply was made that everys 
thing possible had been done to uphold 1n¢ 
Ray's dignity and prestige, and that representas 
tions would be made to the responsible body 
to take the necessary acuon. One can readily 
appreciate the motive of respect for religious 
authority which this discussion indicated. Pere 
haps some of those present had in mind (he 
fact that there are some Rabbanim who are the 
lucky possessors of motor-cars (and, indeed, 
to judge by the driving performance of one 
or two of them, one might never be nearer 10 
Heaven—or in better company for H-—than 
when unsuspectingly accepting a lift from 
them!). But, because of the waiting period 
which must be undergone for new cars 
nowadays, the Communal Rav, assuming he 
wanted one, would be likely to miss quite 4 
few appointments before it arrived. The same, 
however, cannot quite be said of the bus, 
in spite of the tumultuous crowds demanding 
its services In the rush hours, And is the Com 
munal Rav of Manchester—or any other worthy 
Rabbi—likely to suffer much physical hardship 
through the rigours of standing in a qpevue’ 
And would it be really derogatory to his hich 
Office that he should take up his stance with 
his fellows? Dr. Altmann is well known to be 
a“ good mixer,” and his wide influence is partly 
due to his ability to share in the life of the 
multitude. Report has it, for instance, that 
he enjoys watching with his fellow-citizens 4 
good game of cricket, This human touch is 
something that is cultivated nowadays in the 
most exalted circles.

To the Edvtor of Tue JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Six. Your correspondent under the 
heading of “ Youth Societies’ Appeal, 
in the wsue of July 16, appears to be 
singularly dbinformed about the AJ.Y.

representative. Facilities are also recom- 
mended for further education in technical 
subjects to quahfy for certificates of the 
City and Guilds of London Institute, a 
university degree, or associateship of the 
Royal Institute of Chemistry.

LETTUCES 


Lettuces are excellent cooked as well 
as raw in salad. Here are a few ways 
in whech they can be used. 


Lettuce Soup 


Use as the basis of this soup any 
vegetable water that has been strained 
from broad beans, peas, carrots, etc. 

To 2 pis. vegetable stock allow 4 pt 
milk, the outside leaves of 2 or 3 lettuces 
(having used the hearts in salad), 2 or 3 
spring onions, a few spinach leaves, 1} oz. 


flour. 


SHreo the vegetables and cook in the 
stock 10-15 minutes, mix flour with the 
milk, add to the soup, and stir ull boil- 
ing. Simmer for S minutes and season 
with salt and pepper. 


Note.—If to be served at a meat meal. 
replace milk with water and vegetable 
exiract to taste 


Stuffed Lettuce Leaves 


Use the large outside leaves of the 
lettuces. Put them in a.colander, dip 
them in very hot water and drain. Put 
a spoonful of savoury stuffing on each 
pack into a greased casserole, and bake 
in & moderate oven about 4} hour. Serve 
coated with thick gravy or sauce

Baked Lettuces 


Taim and wash as many lettuces as 
required and boil for S minutes in boil- 
ing salted water Drain and place in 
a greased casserole. Dot with margarine.

and bake in a moderate oven about 40 
minutes. Drain off the lquid from the 
dish. thicken with flour, season with salt 
and pepper. and pour over the lettuces 

Note.— If the lettuces are very large

Peas and Lettuce 


One pint shelled peas, outside leaves 
of 3 lettuces, 2 or 3 large spring onions 
3 tablespoontuls Water, 1 oz, margarine

Peet omons and leave them whole. 
Shred the lettuce. Pour boiling water 
over the peas; leave for 2 or 3 minutes, 
then drain. Put half the lettuce in the

Legion had disregarded throughout 
Saturday and well into Sunday after- 
noon, became effective by the evening.
